In the current yeer's eppropriation an amount of

For some years past, we have been obliged to rent accom 
modation for the teacher in an Indients house, and this has 
proved unsatisfectory. 


Inspector Thibsult visited the reserve recently and 
abtatned a cuctation from the Hodgins Lumber Company, Cornwall, 
Onterio ané Shawville, Cuebec, who offer to build e suitable 
addition at a cost of 71,450. 


The cuotation of this company was submitted to the 
Surveys and Engineering Branch with a view to obtseining their 
opinion, and they report to me as follows:- 


®The offer of the Hodgins Lumber Company to build 
the addition (which is presumed to be in eecordance 
with the request of Inspector Thibault and the re- 
quirements of the Indian Affsirs Branch) for an amount 
of $1,430.00 is considered reasonable for the work 
as shown on the plan and outlined in the cuotation 
forwarded with Dr. MeGill's memorendum.

At the time of Inspector Yhibault's 
last visit to the agency, the teacher of the Chetlain 
School, iss #oisy, discussed with him and the under- 
Signed the prospects of having the interior of the 
teacher's residence redecorated as nothing hed been 
done in this regard since the building was constructed. 
Lothing at that time was settled in this connection. 
On my recent visit to this school i note however that 
the teacher has made some remarkable changes to the 
interior of the residence, having papered, and painted 
where necessary. All labour was done by the teacher 
and with very good results. 


While it was quite apparent that redecorating 
would heave to be done in the very near future it was not 
expected that the teacher would have the work done herself 
at this time. Regarding cost of laboywr there is no expense 
involved for papering and painting aw the teacher did the 
work herself. vhe did, however, expend an amount of 
approximately 12.00 for materials ana which amount is con- 
siderably less than we would have to spend for the same 
materials through our sources. 


in view of the fact that it has been possible 
to have the residence put into such condition for so little 
cost i would recommend that authority be granted for purchases 
in the above amount also, if possible et this time, that 
authorization be granted for the purchase of ea linoleum for 
the residence kitchen. 4 believe the teacher can obtain 
one of excellent quality for around $7.00 or ¥8.00. The

i might say that in order to get the system work- 
ing treely from the sink ana bath in the residence, the drain 
was dug up to the cesspool. it was found, sfter digczing the 
@rain, that the 14" pipe ran through into the cesspool and 
not as previously advised. Rocks were removed in the cesspool 
to the level of the drain pipe end it was possible then to 
clear out éll obstructions in the pstem. It was noted, how- 
ever, that the cesspool is not workins very good and there 
aces not appear to be sny seepage whatever with the result 
that the water and sludge rises in the pool and backs up into 
the system. The attached sketch will show the approximete 
ijayout or this drainage system.

Helen J. White: - has always been little satis- 
factory though it has been impossible to appreciate 
the pupils work. Parents are scattered on the Reserve. 
Some pupils are consequently far from school. attend- 
ance is generally poor. 


There were only two pupils present on the occasion 


of my visit, yet they were very little advanced in their 
work. They could hardly read in an intelligible way.

The teacher could be more sympathetic but a change 
is hardly possible knowing that the White's family is the 
only boarding place for a teacher. 
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In his report, dated October 2nd, on the 
Conco Bridge Indian Day School, Inspector Maltais

"Almost without exception, pupils of 
this school are very irregular in attending 
school. Such a condition has existed in the 
last few years. A reward of some kind to 
those who would attend school a minimum number 
of days of the year might prove a great in- 
centive towards a better attendance.”

You should inform the teacher 
thet, if there is not a decided improvement in the work, it will 
be necessary to make a change in teacher. I have to request that 
you will inquire into the attendance and endesvour to persuade 
Indians to send their children to school more regularly.

I have your letter of the 27th instant, with refer 
ence to the appointment of a teacher at the Congo Bri 
Indian Day School. The former teacher of the Maniwak' 
Indian Day School was obliged to give up duties in September, 
last, owing to illness, and a temporary teacher was appointed. 
Subsequent information showed that the regular teacher was 
not prepared to resume duties, and, as the temporary teacher 
was not fully qualified, the question arose at the end of 
November regarding what provision should be made for teaching 
services at the Maniwaki and Congo Bridge Schools for the term 
beginning January 6th, next. 


As Mise Freda White, the present teacher at the Congo 
Bridge School, had been in our employ for many years and 
reports showed that she was doing good work, the Department 
Gecided that it was only fair to promote her to the Maniwaki 
Indian Day School. 


To succeed Miss White at the Congo get School, 
several applications were considered, and we believed that 
Mise Rita Somers, who has a second class professional 
i certificate and has had six years' experience, was the best 
qualified among the applicants, and she was, therefore, 
appointed by official letter of November 27th to take charge 
of the Congo Bridge School on January 6th. 


The appointment of teachers of Indian day schools 
rests with the Department of Indian Affairs, and we have 
always endeavoured to secure the services of the best 
qualified teachers, without any consideration as to their 
place of residence at the time of appointment. The Department

Mr Agent McCaffrey forwards a resolutiom 
from the River Desert Band asking for funds to build 
@ schoolhouse near the Congo Bridge out of the 
capital funds of their Band. 

These Indians have a school on the Desert 
Road about 24 miles south of the village. The le 
cality where they wish to put up @ new schoolhouse 
and where a nuwrber of Indians reside,(The Agent 
stating that there are 23 children who could attend 
the school) is over 7 miles from the school now im 
operatiom and over 4 miles from the village,and the 
children are thus cut off from receiving an education. 

The accompanying sketch of the Maniwaki 
reserve contains a list ef the Indians with the lots 
on which they are located, They are divided into 
three settlements,-one on the Gatineau Read,one om 
the Gatineau Riwer sast of the village and the other 
en the Desert River near the Congo Bridge. 

Some of the children on the Gatineau river 

_ settlement attend the white school in the village, 

“while others eccasionaliy go to the Gatineau Road 
Indian school,while the Indians near the Congo Bridge, 
as before stated,heve no oppertunity of ecing to 


school, 


The River Desert Band has about $28,000 to 
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their credit and pays all expenses in connection with 
their present school. Their capital would stand the 
cost of mother school buildimg,which could be put 
up and equipped for about $700.00,but at their presermt 
rate of expenditure their interest would not,I think, 
stand the teacher's salary. If the Department de- 
cided to allow them to build a school it would have 
to provide the greater portion of the salary at least. 
A dimilar application was made some two 
years agea,when the question of salary proved the 
stumbling blocek.

For the Deputy Supt. General of I.A. 


In the matter of this new school for the 
Indians of Congo Bridge, Maniwaki, I think we should go 
pack to Ye first principles as soon as possible. 

The School house which we erected on this 

Reserve about 5 years ago cost us (completed and furnished) 
about $700.00. It is an ordinary frame school house, 16 X 
24’ and meets all the needs of the case. It is impossible 
to find fmds for tie school house to cost $1,676.36: and 
in any event it would be a profligate expenditure for 

that district. There is no reason why the Indian School 
there should be any better then the ordinary white schools 
throughout the Gatineau region, they are frame and log 
puildings. I therefore recommend that we use our ordinary 


plan and abandon the present scheme which is yond our

Our experience on other reserves with 
regard to driving Indian children to school has 
not been satisfactory. It appears almost 
impossible to arrange a time thet will suit 


everybody. You can realize thet when anyone is 
transporting pupils they have to stert early 
enough to reach the school before 9 o'clock. This 
means that those living ferthest from the school 
have to be ready much earlier than those living 
somewhat closer. As stated above, this appears 

to be a very difficult matter to properly arrange. 
with our former experience I am doubtful if the 
expenditure thet would be necessary in carrying 
out this suggestion would be justified. However, 
@ final decision will not be meade until we hear 
further fram you.

“As the matter stands noW only the Gatholic children are at- 
tending the school. However, seven Protestants have been sent away 
to the Industrial schools, some to Brantford, and thers to 
Muncey, and there are others wanting to go. I feel sorry to have 
so many children growing up uneducated.”

In reply 1 beg to repeat what has already been 
said to John Bruce, in a letter of the 15th November 
last, om the same subject, that is, that the Depart- 
ment thinks that the children wovld learn English 
more easily from a white teacher than from an Indian, 
because they wovld have to speak to the white man in 
English, while if he were an Indian they would vse 
their own language when speaking to him. It is a 
common thing for white people who want their children 
to learn another language to send them among tne 
people who speak that language, and the Department 
thinks the same plan shovld be followed, as far as 
possible, with Indian children who are being taught 
English.

Mr. Chisholm could not understand why such 
a matter was reported, as it was not true, also he said, that the 
children were free to keep their lunches and eat their lunches 
where they wished . And as to the children being kept out of school 
in rainy and stormy weather, he also said that this was not true, 
although, in nice weather, he tried to have the children enjoy them- 
selves out in the open fresh air as much as possible. 

Mr. Chisholm said he would explain to the school children 
that they were free to eat their lunches where they wished, so in 


future there would be no false reports on school matters such as 
the one recently reported.

small and in a ter condition e other buildings. 
The water closets are small, too close tomvéther, entrances not 
screened properly, ventilation poor, and they are dirty. 

The school house is not in good condition, The teacher reports 
that it is quite cold, There is no proper approach to the 
Classroom from the front, as the steps are poor and there is 

no way of getting in from the main road, only through the mud. 
The gates are poor and the school premises (grounds) are not 
fenced to the rear, so it is really in the corner of a cow 
pasture. The cows lie around the school and leave the dirty 
yard in a dirtier condition, I am told that the buildings 

ar- owned by the Dominion Government.

The teacher said that there were at least 50 purils on the 
Island, and possibly more. There are a few at the head of the 


Island, attending the Public School No. 2 Township of Cornwall 
on the mainland; these walk across the railroad bridge and are 
progressing favourably in their studies, 


The present school building is situated about the middle 
of the length of the Island, and it seems the greater populations 
are nearer the ends of the island - hence the distance to the school 
for the younger children is great. I would strongly urge that two 
schools be erected, one near the head, and one near the foot of the 
Island, 


The parents are careless regarding the sending of their 
children to school.

Please be advised that on the morning of 
Sept. 5th, a Survey was made to ascertain any visible 
damage to school buildings as a result of the earthquake 
during the early hours of that morning. 


Our schools in general do not appear to have 
suffered damage to the extent of having to close any of them. 
As far as getting any repairs done for some time at least, I 
am at a loss to know where to look for help along this line 
as it is out of the question to get any locally or in the 
neighbourhood ae every available mason, bricklayer and plasterer 
is engaged in Cornwall trying to patch things up there before 
the cold weather sets in. 


Cornwall Ild. West school appears to have fared 
the worst. Foundation is cracked in several pleces(but there 
is no cellar here). The south wall of the classroom should be 
replastered as well as parts of the north wall over the 
blackboards. The boys and giris cloakrooms need repairing. 
The chimney is cracked in two et roof level but due to the 
cement over the bricks the extent of damage cannot be known 
as yet.. Approximately one-half of the S- east wall needs 
réepiastering. 


Cornwall Ii1d..H. school chimney is cracked 
vertically from top to bottom.This chimney is set in flush 
with the east wall and I Cannot say wheat damage is done, if 

beyond what is visible. It may be that a filler is all 
that is required here. As far as the other schools are con= 
cerned and residences, things sppear to be fairly good.
